Water Problem. 


At the Saturday meeting, one of 
the most important and satis- 
factory ever held in Reno, two 
distinct propositions were con- 
sidered, First, how to equitably 
arrange and practically manage 
the relative interests of the appro- 
priators of the waters of this 
State. This proposition loeks to 
fixing and defining the rights of 
every appropriator, and guarantee- 
ing to every individual his share 
ofthe water now naturally flow- 
ing into the rivers of the State. 
The committee appointed was 
charged with the labor of prepar- 
ing a bill to that end, 

Second. To determine what can 
best be done to increase the flow 
of water in the rivers and creeks 
of the State daring the irrigatien 
season and how best to do it, A 
storage of the flood waters or 


waters of over flood seemed to be 
the practical scheme gener, 
entertained by the meeting. Te 
accomplish the desired improve- 
ment two plans were presented to 
raise funds. First by a general tax 
or bond on alf of the taxable 
property of Washoe county for 
this county. 

Second. By a land tax or land 
bond on all the land benefitted by 
the increase of the flow of water 
in the water courses of the State 
during the irrigation season. The 
committee were requested to in- 
vestigate these questions and re- 
port to an adjeurned meeting, and 
the meeting adjourned to meet ai

A Distressing Accident. 

New York, Jan. 28.—A serious ac- 
cident occurred on board the steam- 
ship Republic of the White Star line 
after ber passengers were landed on 
the wharf at the foot of West Tenth 
street yesterday, fourteen being fatally 
and several others seriously injured.

tricting and taxing property to get 
means to work with. He recom- 
mended a system combining the good 
in all three, and it was received with 
favor by every one present. Tho agi- 
tation promises to be one of the best 
things that ever came up in this 
county, and the whole State must be 
benefited if it succeeds here. The 
meeting adjourned, to meet at the call 
of the committee.

individual whom they bring into publicity. 
The devices to which people re 
sort in order to attract the newspaper 
man’s attention are only excelled in their 
absurdity by their cunning; and all to what 
end! That the reading public may learn 
that So-and-so is the subject of newspaper 
mention, and is enrolied in the troop of so- 
ciety’s pariah dogs which hover about the 
social lion’s heels. Like their canine proto- 
types, they are often sacrificed to the mod- 
ern Anubis, who presides over the funeral 
rites of lost reputations. .- I 

A French philosopher once stated that 
“society is divided into two classes—those 
who are fools, and those who commit fol- 
lies.” The indiscretions of the latter class 
fill the scandal cup from which the eager 
fools greedily drain the last dreg. Do the 
deluded creatures who rush into notoriety 
feel gratified to learn that, to the world, 
they are characters fur different from what 
they themselves have the consciousness of 
being?! Half the blessing of existence hes 
in having friends whom we can know and 
understand ; who will reciprocate our friend- 
ship, and sympathize with us in success and 
trouble. But does the other half lie in build- 
ing an artificial masking for our existence, 
which shall make us appear to the world in 
an unnatural character, and preclude the 
possibility of close and congenial iutimacy 
with those about us! ‘ 
| Those who serve the public m prominent 
capacities must necessarily lead a public 
and a private existence; and though the 
public character rarelyrefiects the real nat- 
ure of the man, it often reflects his better 
qualities. But the public men who assumes 
attributes he does not possess, in order to 
pose before his constituents as a paragon of 
virtue, is a hypocrite of the worst type, and 
will sooner or later have the disguise torn 
off. Publicity may demand a certain 
amount of acting, and make a dual char- 
acter a necessity, but the public character 
should be founded upon honest worth, 
called forth by popular demand. 

The creatures do not belong to the pub- 
lic, but rather force themselves into atten. 
tion, with no ot¥er claim to distinction than 
the notoriety of scandal and the morbid 
craving tor public notice, are but mere 
social gnats fluttering about the light of 
fame. Unfortunately their numbers are 
increasing. They have no public duty, but 
want to belong to the public, and, as a re- 
suit, they receive the sting of notoriety 
without being inspired by the stimulus of 
fame. The wish of private persons to be 
talked about, and written about, and the 
public demand for scandal, are desires of 
soul-corrupting tendencies, which, like the 
taste for narcotics, become deeper and 
deeper with each indulgence.
